Pnnaina, July 1. — Upon orders from 
Washington, American troops- liegim 
policing Panamn and Colon at two 
o'clock Friday afteriiouii. The action 
was taken under the treaty of IPOt au- 
thurizliig the United States to assume 
this police duty whenever It was nee- 
essary to maintain order. The I’aim- 
man government has proiesied to 
Washington against the measure. 

Because the former admiidst ration 
had refused to correct conditions In 
the two i-ltieN, aoldlers In the canal 
lone were forhlddeii to enter them, 
and the elvillan employees Imycolled 
(>)lon and Panama until the ihandate 
of the military authorities was carried 
out by the Pamimau government. 

The new administration, under Pres-
